EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows:

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment dated 2/4/2008 has been fully considered and entered into the Record. 
Applicant has amended claims 1 and 62 have been amended, but contain no new matter. Claims 
1-62, 69-74 and 76-95 are currently pending. Claims 1-22, 38-62, 69-74, 76, 77 and 85-95 are 
currently active and claims 23-37 and 78-84 are currently withdrawn from prosecution. Claims 
63-67, 68, 75 and 96-98 have been canceled. All previous rejections made in view of Bushnell 
have been withdrawn as the invention of the applied reference possesses insufficient structural 
integrity to perform in the claimed manner. 

3. Claims 1-22, 38-62, 69-74, 76, 77 and 85-95 are allowable. Claims 23-37 and 78-84, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, include all of 
the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), 
the restriction requirement between patentably distinct species of the claimed invention, as 
set forth in the Office action mailed on 2/3/2005, is hereby withdrawn and claims 23-37 and 
78-84 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. In view of

the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented 
in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 
1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-62, 69-74 and 76-95 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
Record fails to teach or suggest a textured composite material with the claimed structure along 
with the claimed density, lateral distance between adjacent depressed areas and elevation to 
thickness ratio that is capable of being used as a floor cover.
